Lieut. Benner—From Vicksburg comes the sad news 
that Firat Lieut. H. H. Benner aied of yellow fever, 
while on his errand of mercy to the South. He was 
buried at Vicksburg, the citizens of all classes uuiting 
in doing him bunor. The procession wa3 more than 
half a mile long, and was participated in by all organ- 
izations. The burial services were conducted by 
Bishop Adams, of the Episcopal Church. Ex-Confed- 
erate, Federal and colored organizations turned out 
in full force to manifest their recognition of the brave 
soldier who bazarded and lost his life in behalf of a 
fever-stricken community. His decease occurred at 
point some miles below Vicksburg. Lieut. Benner 
caught the disease from having givea up his stateroom 
to a lady from the infested disuict, who was herself 
suffering with the disease, tuuugh she may have been 
unaware of the fact at the time. The announcement 
was made afew days ago, shortly after Lieut. B.nner 
had been tuken sick, that he had died of the disease ; 
but it proved premature, and hopes were beginniog to 
be entertained by his numerous fricnds throughout the 
North that he wuuld finalty recover, but their hopes 
were destined to disappointment. The official record 
of Lieut.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


A special despatch to the New York Zimes, dated 
Bismarck, D. T., Oct. 23, says: ‘* From officers who ar- 
rived here to-day it hes been ascertained that the Chey- 
ennes crossed the Yellowstone on the 13th, 17 miles 
east of Fort Keogh. Four companies of the 2d Cav- 
alry were dispatched on the following day with faint 
hopes of capturiog them in the buffalo fields south of 
the Missouri. Gen. Miles had received no report from 
Gen. Gibbon, the Department Commander at St. Paul, 
of the approach of the Indians.” 

Captain Allen, of the mounted police, arrived at 
Bismarck, D. T., Oct. 19, directly from Sitting Bull’s 
camp. According to a newSpaper despatch he reports 
that the buffalu are scattered in every direction. Sit- 
ting Bull is hostile and determined, with some of his 
tribes inclined to return to the United States. Allen 
says if the renegade Cheyennes escape Gen. Miles and 
cross the Canadian line the inclination tu return will 
disappear. An attempt to assassinate Maj. Walsh failed, 
through the friendship of Sitting Bull. Walsh seems 
to have great influence over Sitting Bull. 


PARTICULARS OF COLONEL LEWIS’ DEATH. 


A correspondent of the New York Herald gives the 
interesting report which follows of an interview with 
Major Rendlebrock, in which an account is given of 
the particulars of Col. Lewis’ death: 

Omauna, Oct. 15, 1878. 


In a corner of a Pallman coach in the overland train from the 
West last evening was seated a swarthy German, so sunburned 
as to be almost black, wearing a soiled cavalry uniform, with 
nothing about him to suggest that he was more than a private 
but a pair of woru shoulder straps bearing the bars of a captain. 
He was evidently averge to publicity, and manifested his desire 
atill more plainly when the PalJlman conductor stepped up to 
him, with your correepondent, and said: 
** Major Rendlebrock, here is a reporter who wants to find out 
about your pursuit of the Cheyennes.” The Major stretched out 
a big hand, and said, with a strong German accent: 
** Vell, I can’t tell you nothings vou wants to print.” 
** Pardon me, I think youcan. Why are you travelling in this 
direction ? Have you given up the chase ?”’ 
Major Rendlebrock (accent omitted)—Given upthechase! Do 
you tnink I war going to catch the Cneyennes alone? I’m going 
back to Fort Reno, sick and worn out. I haven’t had my 
clothes off until I went to bed in this car last night since I 
started from Fort Reno September 10. 
Correspondent—There has been no account of your long 
pursuit and fights with the Cheyennes other than short tele- 
grams tha: I have seen ? 
Major Rendlebrock—Well, you want to know why the 
Cheyennes left. I will teli you. The principal cause was the 
erfidy of the interpreter, and they would not have gone but for 
Bis misrepresentations. Then Colonel Mizner, of Fort Reno, 
could bave prevented the stampede if he had complied with my 
wish apd sent me two twelve pound Napoleon guns when the 
Indians were but a short distance from the fort. 
Correspondent—Abont your first fight with them ? 
Major Rendlebrock—-I was ordered out from Fort Reno with 
Companies G aud H, of the 4th Cavalry, numbering respectively 
forty-four and thirty-nine men each, to overtake the Indians and 
bring them back, They had twelve houre the start of us, and 
in order to overtake tbem we trailed by day and moonlight both. 
The third day out from Fort Reno we overtook them. This was 
September 13. When we discovered them they were drawn up 
in hne ready for battle at Turkey Springs, ten miles north of 
Dry Cimarron River and about thirty-five miles east of the road 
trom Dodge to Camp Supply. One officer counted !30 warriors. 
We attacked them, but they fought desperately, and, having 
nearly twice my number, nothing decisive was gained by me. 
Tnree of my men were killed and three wounded. Ten horses 
were killed in the engagement and many wounded. We fell 
bac at night and went into camp, lying on our arms all night. 
The next morning we started in quest of water, having had 
none for twenty-four hours. 
* The Indians atiacked us, the fighting lasting for about three 
hours. We made three separate charges on them, and the last 
time drove them back into the hille. he wounded were taken 
into Camp Supply on the 15th. Captain Hemphill, of the 16h 
lofantry, and Captain Morse bad been ordered to Biuff Creek a 
few duys before. I detailed Lieutenant Wood, of the 4th 
Cavalry, with forty men from Companies G and H, and instructed

him 10 open communication with this force. Hz arrived at 
Cimarron Station on the 17th, and learned that Captain Hump- 
hill had engaged the Indians that morning and was badly beaten, 
having one man killed, one wounded and two horses killed. 


Orders came from headquarters to unite the three companies and 
from the 17th to the 2lst we were engaged in duing so, uniting 
the morning of the 21st at Sand Creek. I /earned fiom Captain 
Hemphi!! that large bodies of Indiaus had been seen on Sand 
Creek, and that they had thrown up fortifications. Lieutenant 
Wood was sent out with Company G to reconnoitre, and Com- 
pany I was sent out with Company G. The two companies, 
with a lot of cow boys, attacked the Indians and drove them 
into their rifle pits and kept them there until derk, which 
closed up the first day’s fighting on Sand Creek. At ten o'clock 
the next morning our entire command attacked the Indians in 
their rifle pits and fought them until five o’clock in the evening, 
when we moved bv the right flank and went into camp under fire 
of the enemy. The Indiane fought like devils, and with as 
much system as if they had been drilled. 

‘*Before daylight we found they had digappesred, the trail 
leading in a northerly direction. I had the command in hot 
pursuit of them at four a.m. Two days later, at a ,oint on the 
Arkansas River five miles above Cimarron Station, we were 
joined by Lieutenant-Colonel Lewis, with Commenes Band F, 
4th Cavalry, and Company G, 19th Infantry, the latter compan 
in wagons. Colone! Lewis, the senior officer, took command, 
and the combined force started again in purevit. The command 
trailed the Indians for five days, and on the evening of the 27th 
at about five o’clock, we overhauled them in the canyon of 
Punished Woman's Fork. We were in the canyon when we 
were attacked, and the red devils expected to make another 
Custer business of it, but they didn’t know Colonel Lewis. He 
rallied his men and held the ground, and drove the Indians back 
to their fortifications on the edge of the canyon. Colonel Lewis 
then rode in front of his cavalry skirmish line and urged his 
men on. When within one hundred and fifty yards of the 
Indian fortifications——— The train is going. You can get 
the rest from somebody elze.”’ 

Correspondent—Never mind. I will cross the river. What 
about Colonel Lewis ? 

Major Rendlebrock—His horse was shot in the thigh, and two 
old soldiers of Company B almoet dragged him from it and 
begged him not to expose himself unnecessarily. He jumped to 
his feet, grabbed a carbine and fell into line with the ekirmiehérs, 
The skirmishers rushed forward, Lewis with them, and when 
100 yards from the enemy he, of all the rest, was struck by a 
ball. It severed the femoral artery of the left leg and felled hi 
to the ground. He examined it as coolly as any man could, and 
said to Lieutenant Martin, of Company B, who was with him, 
“*T guess it’s all over with me.’’ Then he took the buckekin 
strap from his revolver, and with his own hands tied his wound, 
putting the strap around his leg above the wound and using his 
revolver fora lever to tighten it. He was picked up, carried 
back and put in an ambulance and carried to the rear. Bat 
nothing could save him—he died in about four hours. 

** We used our time to good advantage and had the Cheyennes 
completely surrounded at sundown, with a good prospect of 
killing or capturing the whole outfit. But prospects didn’t 
count. It was dark as pitch that night and the wind blewa 
terrible gale, and in the midst of it all the Indians escaped, get- 
ting through a small ravine running through the brow of the 
hill in whick they had fortified themselves and which we had 
not discovered. In the morning, to our amazement, the red 
devils were gone, leaving behind them eighty-four live ponies 
and seventeen dead enes. They got a good start that night, but 
we pushed on after them. When they reached Solomon’s Fork 
they commenced their depredations by killing stock and fowis 
and destroying farm machinery, but they took no lives. 

**On the evening of the 29th they entered a colony of Russian 
Mennonites and slaughtered about forty men, but didn’t hart 
the women and children. Most of the killing was done on the 
two Sappas, Prairie Dog and Beaver Crecks. We saw a gr 
many pi:iful sights, and once at night came on three small 
children asleep on. the prairie in their night clothes, four miles 
from any house. We fed tbem and turned them over t: a 
farmer. We arrived at the Platte October 4, remaining there 
several days while fresh men took up the chase. 

“You can say my command caught up with the Cheyennes 
several times, though the Indians were freah and bad many 
hours the start of us. Give us credit for that.” 

At the Council Blaffs transfer Maior Rendlebrock took the 
Kansas City and St. Joseph train for the Soath. 

From Fort Reno, Ind. T., Oct. 10, 1878, a corres- 
pondent writes: ‘‘ From letters received here to-day I 
jearn that the ‘ Reno’ portion of the command, Cos. G 
and H, 4th Cavalry, and Cos. B and F, 4th Cavalry, 
with Co. I, 4th Cavalry, all under Captain Mauck, 4th 
Cavalry, hung on to the Indians’ trail clear across the 
Indian Territory, Kansas, and part of Nebraska, and 
although the Indians had three re-mounts from the 
time they broke away from Fort Reno until they got 
in the vicinity of Ogallala, Neb., Mauck’s command 
was close on their heels with the one set of cavalry 
horses. The report, of course, is that ‘our horses 
are played,’ which was nothing more than what might 
be expected, but I think Mauck deserves consideravle 
credit for bis untiring energy and persistent ‘ haoging 
on,’ and it must be remembered that these same com- 
panies, 4th Cavalry, had from one to three or four 
fights with the Indians previous to their long stern 
chase commencing—and the Indians fought with des- 
peration. The friends of the Indian ring seem inclined 
to throw the responsibility of those Indians on the 
military authorities at Fort Reno, but a candid and 
impartial account of what took place previous to their 
going off, will show that it was the ‘agent’s’ fault, 
and through his shilly shally actions this band of red 
devils got loose to murder nearly 100 innocent people— 
100 is a low estimate of the number they have killed. 

A letter to the 8'. Louis Globe-Democrat from To- 
peka, Kas., Oct. 5, says: 

Full particulars have been received here of the Indian raid 
north of the K4nsas Pacific Railroad. After crossing the railroad 
the Indians went southwest and struck the settlements ia Deca- 
tur County. Decatur is one of the outermost Kansas counties, 
touching Nebraska on the north, aud the settlers are mainly 
homesteaders, living in dugouts and cabins. The maia depre- 
dations were committed on Sappa Creek, a tributary of the Re- 
publican River. Every resideace for a distance of twelve miles 
were raided and almost everything destroyed. All kinus of 
clothing and provisions were taken, feather beds ripped open, 
clocks torn to pieces, and dishes broken and strewn about the 
prairie, and, to add to the disaster and make it complete, herds 
of cattle were stampeded, and have eaten and destroyed the 
scant crops of the settlers, their only dependence for the winter. 
The number of persons killed and wounded cannot yet be ac- 
curately stated, bat the bodies of the following have been 
brought into the little town of Oberlin and buried: H P. Ham- 
phrey, James G Laning. Thos. —— Mr. Lule, Marcelins 
Felt, Wm. Lanning, M. F. Abernathy, ap Mr. Irwin. 

Two other male members of the Laning family have been killed 
since the troubles began, and Mrs. Laniug, an old lady, wife of 
one of the murdered men and mother of the other we heng 
knocked down and brutally outraged by several of the In 6, 
und left for dead near her burning bouse. Mre. Laning after 
being outraged and seeing her sons killed and her house burned, 
made her way several miles along the creek in the darkness to 
Keeper’s ranch, arriving there about cemey in « terrible 
plight. Nearly all the settlers along the Sappa have taken ref 

in Oberlin, aud the little town is exerting itself to the utmost 
care forthem, They have literally nothing left in the way of 
teams, clothing or provisions. Their crops are all gone and 
cabins destroyed. Almost every family had s me member killed 
or wounded, or escaped only with » loss of all their little pro- 
perty. There was not ecouyh left in all the little settlement to 
get a coftia fr one of the dead men, and Jumber fur that purpose 
was contributed vy the good pas of Oberlin. All r to- 
day concur io saying that the troops have finally overpowered 
the Indians ané scattered them in all directione, and it is safe to 
copjecture that the worst is over, nothing serious is farther 
to be apprehended.

INTERNATIONAI. BLOAT RACES AT RIO. 


U.S. Fiacsare HARTForRD, ) 
Rio DE JANEIRO, Sept. 16, 1878. § 

THE annual regatta given by the Guanabarense Club 
has furnithed, for many years, to Brazilian boats the 
pleasures of success and the boast of excellence. The 
beautiful bay of Botafogo, shielded by the Sugar Loaf 
from the morning sun and lying beneath the evening 
shadows of the Corcovado, became to-day (Sept. 16) 
the theatre of honor to American boats, ana honor to 
the Stars and Stripes. The blue jackets of the Hart- 
ford and Essex have made those names once more the 
cry of victory. 

The races opened with a contest between the Bra- 
zilian cutter Pery, of 10 oars, and two cutters of 12 
oars each, the Italian Capri and the Brazilian Cabocio, 
forasilver cup. The course was about 1,200 metres 
and return, each boat having its own turning buoy. 
The race was easily won by the beautiful clinker-built 
Pery amid the hurrahs of thousands of Brazilians. 

The race for 6-oared gigs over the same course was 
won by the Hartford’s gig, which took the lead at the 
start and reached the home buoy about 250 yards ahead 
of her Brazilian competitors, Guarany and Cauby. 
These were were two light clinker-built boats, much 
smaller than the Hartfurd’s gig, and their appearance, 
while the first cheers were ringing from the Brazilian 
multitude, brought the little party of Americans a tu- 
multuous alternation of confidence and doubt. Mid- 
shipman Alfred Jeffers and his crew of the Jennett 
took the handsome silver bouquet holders. 

The race for whale boats, over the same course, was 


Thémis, beating the Brazilian whale boats Aracy and 
Garga. Prize, a silver coftee service. 
In the race for 10-oared cutters, over the same course, 
for a silver fruit dish, the Italians suffered a second 
defeat, the Brazilian boat Foguele leading the Jachia at 
the finish, after a close contest. 
The time of the victors in each of these races was 
about ten minutes. 
The impression of the preceding races in nowise 
altered the pre-conceived hopes of the crews about to 
enter the battle of the barges. The Brazilians approach- 
ed the great event of the day with unconcealed con- 
fidence, born of their line of victory unbroken through 
many years, The American barges took their places 
in quiet hope and determination. The French pulled 
to the scratch under the cheers of their victorious 
whale boat, but I think they would have been happy 
in some assurance of the second honors. The British 
— Volage entered no boats in the regatta. 
The couree was two anda half nautical miles, the 
start and finish immediately ia front of the Emperor’s 
stand. Each boat had its own turning buoy. The 
prizes were: For the winning barge, a very handsome 
epergne of silver; and for the second barge, a silver 
service for coffee. 

The boats took their places in order from right to 
left as follows: 1. Brazilian barge Ubdivajara, of 14 
cers, length 38 feet, beam 7ft. Pin., depth 3ft. lin. 
2. Hartford's 3d cutter, 14 oars, length 32ft. 4in., beam 
7ft., depth 2ft.10in. This boat was pulled by appren- 
tice boys of the Hesex, and bore a monogram of the 
letters 8. and X. Officer of the boat, Ensign 8. C. 
Lemly. 3. Bargeof the Zhémis, named Camille, 18 
oars, length 32ft. 4in., beam 7ft. 8in., depth 3ft. lin. 
4. The Vent-débout, a cutter of the 7hémis, 18 oars, and 
of the eame dimensions as her barge. 5. Brazilian 
barge Zamoio, 14 oars, length 37ft., beam 7ft. 7in., 
depth 3ft. 6. The Hariford’s barge H. B., 14 oars, 
length 83ft. 5in., beam ‘ft. lin., depth 3ft. Officer of 
the barge, Lieut.-Commander P. F. Harrington. 

During the first half mile the Udizojara and H. B. 
led, stem and stem, the S. X. hanging close upon the 
port quarter of the former and the Zamoio struggling 
upon the starboad quarter of the H.B. At the end of 
a mile the boats were nearly in double echelon, with 
the H. B. somewhat ahead of the leader of the right 
wing and the left centre boat, the Vent-débout bringing 
4 the rear. The H. B.turned her buoy first. The 

bizajara and S. X. turned together immediately after- 
wards, and the home struggle began. That struggle 
was now between the 8. X. and Ubdizajara for the 
second prize. The H. B., starting with a stroke of 41 
and gradually quickening to 43, had already captured 
the first honor of the day. She passed the home buoys 
in 17 minutes, while the air rang with wild hurrahs. 
The cheers seemed to come from every quarter and to 
fall like meteors from the sky. The 4. X. followed a 
few boat lengths astern of the H. B., and the Brazilian 
boats came in nearly together, and about 20 boat 
lengths astern of the winning boat. Said a Yankes 
unto me, 

The race is not unto the man 
Who doth the swiftest run, 

Nor the bat-tell to the peo-pell 
Who have the longest gun. 

The Usixajcra is sharp at both ends, like a whale 
boat, is of unusual length, and possesses lines of great 
beauty and fineness. For years this boat has van- 
quiehed allcomers. But to-day there must have been 
to some a moment of wonder and anguish, when the 
H. B., nearing the home buoys, boated her bow oars, 
placed a broad pennant of blue silk in the bow, let fall 
her oars, and dashed on to glorious victory. 

The men of the H. B. andof the 4. X. had good 
boats. Professional men will draw some comparisons 
from the dimensions I have given; and to them it will 
be obvious that strong bodies, careful training, and 
pluck, won the battle. I must add that the Brazilian 
style of pulling is essentially incorrect, and, if no les- 
son is drawn from to-day, defeat hereatter will compel 
another method. 

In 1872, when the Hartford was commissioned for 
service as flagship of the China fleet, the fame of the 
Daring, the barge of the Colorado, then flagship of 
Admiral John Kodgers in the China waters, had 
reached the navies of the world. Her, builder, Hip- 
penstall, of the New York yard, designed the H. B. to 
beat her. But on the arrival of the Hartford in China, 
the prestige of the Daring secured the preference of 
Admiral Jenkins, and the unknown, untried, and un- 
named H. B. was retained in the Hartford as the third 
cutter. No trial ever occurred, under equal condi- 
tions, of the relative merits of the boats, and the ques- 
tion of superiority will probably never be decided. In 
July, 1877, when Admiral Trenchard transferred his 
flag from the Hartford to the Powhatan, he took the 
Daring with him; and the writer last saw her in Sep- 
tember, in the Norfolk yard boat-house, much twisted, 
and apparently falling fast into the sere and yellow Jef. 
Admiral Nichols had to choose between the untried 
third cutter and the Worcestér’s fast barge, already 
known as a winning boat. After repeated examina- 
tions he selected the former, and the Worcester’s boat 
became the 8. X.of to-day. A respectable minority 
of the Hurtford’s men declare that the Admiral did not 
get the better boat. The 9. X. was built, it is believed, 
at the Boston yard for the flagship Worcester. In the 
Havana race, in 1872, arranged by the Russian Grand 
Duke Alexis, she led the line of ten barges, represent- 
ing five nations, inclading a cutter of the Zerror, which 
had been, up to that time, cock of the walk. Subse- 
quently she vanquished the barge of the Powhatan; but 
iu a second contest with that boat, more carefully pre- 
pared, she suffered a severe defeat. In the full light 
of her work to-day, that defeat must be considered as 
the fault of hercrew. But it must also be remembered 
that the Powhatan’s barge subsequently whipped even 
the Daring in a scrub race, preserving her own fame 
and quality. That barge, I believe, was known as the 
Dauntless, and she now rests in the melancholy lines

THE BRIG SOMERS. 
A REMARKABLE NAVAL INCIDENT RECALLED. 


TueEReE died recently Oliver H. Perry, not a son of 
the famous Commodore Perry, as has been stated, but 
some relative, and distinguished chiefly as having been 
on the United States brig Somers in 1842, when young 
Spencer was illegally executed by Lieutenant Macken- 
zie and his boy subordinates. Young Perry was Lieu- 
tenant Mackenzie’s nephew and clerk. The.brig was 
a small, crank craft, and was a sort of school ship, the 
subordinate officers being young midshipmen. Spencer 
was seventeen, a son of John C. Spencer, of New 
York, Secretary of the Treasury. It wassaid of young 
Spencer, as of many, that he had been a wild boy. He 
had crudely sketched a plan to seize the brig and turn 
pirate. It was like the fancies familiar to boys who 
read novels of bold pirates and highwaymen. It was 
so crude, absurd and impracticable, and without sup- 
port, that io any man in his senses it would appear 
only the indulgence of a boyish conceit. 

The paper was in some way shown to Mackenzie, 
and he worked himself and youthful subordinates into 
the idea of a planned conspiracy to murder them all 
and convert the brig to a pirate. Words in dog Latin 
were mixed with English in this paper, which made it 
the more fearful. In the hands of Mackenzie, these 
youths were not responsible for what they assented 
to. He excited himself and them with the theatrical 
spectacle of a grand court-martial, in which they were 
to sit as judges of life and death, and as saviors of the 
ship and of their professional honor. By the law they 
should have landed the accused at the first port, if not 
safe to bring them to the United States, and they were 
not far from St. Thomas, but they could not forego 
their dramatic performance. 

So the lieutenant and bis boys formed a court-mar- 
tial and sentenced Spencer and a couple of young 
hands named Cromweil and Small, and then the crew 
was made to hang them by hauling by the neck up to 
the yardarm. It was a most pitiful murder, done from 
a mixture of fright and romantic exultation. When 
they got home they reported their heroic rescue of the 
brig in their own way, giving a frightful picture of 
murder and piracy, and so the pecnesseans the public 
ear. A court of inquiry was held, but Mackenzie and 
the youths who had done the deed under his influence 
were the witnesses, and they made the situation fright- 
ful enough. So nothing came of it. The answer 
agreed upon by all to the question why they did not 
deliver Spencer at St. Thomas to be held for trial was 
that it would dishonor the United States Navy to call 
on a foreign power. 

The following is the way this mock heroic answer ia 
related of Perry, who was then a mere boy: 

‘*He has lived in my recollection because of his noble 
reply to the Court of Inquiry when asked if Spencer, 
Cromwell and Smallcould not have been kept in irons 
and delivered to the British naval commander at St. 
Thomas, a few days’ sail from the place of execution. 
Perry answered, ‘ Perbaps they could.’ ‘Then,’ said 
the court, ‘ why did you vote for their death?’ ‘ Be- 
cause,’ said Perry, ‘ 1 thought if an American man-of- 
war couldn’t protect herself there would be no use in 
having any!’ The reply was worthy of his race.” 
And so Perry goes into history as a hero for this” 
boyish, affrighted, theatrical killing of three innocent 
persons, and bringing this terrible calamity upon one 
of the most eminent families of the country.—Cinen- 
natt Gazette. 








Tue America, the fourth and last of the new cruisers 
built in Philadelphia for the Russian government, was 
launched Oct. 22. The event was in itself an interest- 
ing one, but, was made doubly so by the peculiar 
religious ceremony of ‘‘blessing the ship,” which 
was performed before the launch. It was the first 
time such a ceremonial had ever been solemnized in 
this country, the other three Russian vessels having 
been purchased after they were afloat, so that the 
America was the only one of the fleet built entirely 
under Russian auspices from the drawing of the 
plans and the layiug of the keel. Among those pre- 
sent were Captain A. P. Cooke, U. 8. N.; Naval 
Constructor Philip Hichborn, U. 8S. N., and Chief 
Engineer James W. Whitaker, U. 8. N. “No. 
203,” as the ship is known at the yards, is an iron 
vessel of the bracket construction, with fine lines, 
built for great speed. She has two decks, and on 
the upper deck her extreme length is 235, with 31 
feet beam and 18 feet depth of hold. She is of 1,000 
tons measurement, and has powerful compound 
engines of 1,000 indicated horse power. According 
to the contract the America must be able to steam 
fourteen and a half knots per hour, and will proba- 
bly exceed this. She has three masts and will be 
bark-rigged. She will have steam reversing ag? and 
all the latest devices and improvements in naval 
architecture. Below she will be fitted up for a com- 
plement of 100 men, and the joiner work and 
upholstering in the wardroom and officers’ state- 
rooms and cabins will be of the richest and most 
costly and elaborate description. The other three 
vessels are finished and ready for sea. It has been 
decided by the Moscow cruiser committee that no 
more war steamers for the volunteer fleet are to be 
purchased out of Russia.

retired list, and last surviving officer of MacDon.- 
oueH’s victory on Lake Champlain, died Sunday 
morning, Oct. 20, of embolism of the heart, on his 
farm at West Neck, three miles from Huntington, 
Long Island. 

A younger companion in service of MacDonoveu, 
Hutt, Bippie, Jongs, Ropcers, Barnsripge, Law- 
RENCE, SrEWART, PorTER, Perry, Decatur, and 
other illustrious men who fill niches in the temple of 
our earlier naval fame, PAULDING passed through the 
great Civil War, halt a century later, still on duty, 
and so remained until 1871. As he took his mid- 
shipman’s warrant, Sept. 1, 1811, he passed sixty 
yeare in service, and seven and sixty on both the ac- 
tive and retired lists—truly a venerable length of 
days and usefulness, 

He was the son of an illustrious sire—Joun PauLp- 
ING, one of the three immortal captors of Major 
AnpDRié, whom money could not bribe, and whose 
vigilance and fidelity undid an act of treason that 
might have ruined the country.

Commodore 
MacDonoveu's fleet consisted of his flagship Sara- 
toga, 26 guns, the brig Hagle, the schooner Ticon- 
deroga, the sloop Preble, and 10 gun-boats; Captain 
Downig, on rounding Cumberland Head, ranged his 
fleet within 300 yards of MacDonovuen’s line, the 
Conjiance frigate, 39 guns, abreast of the Saratoga, 
the brig Linnet, 16, abreast of the Hagle, tue sloops

The Ticonderoga was ad- 
mirably handled, young Pau.prne having charge of 
her second division of guns. The superiority of 
American naval gunnery was manifest there as it had 
been years before, and as it was half a century later 
between the Kearsarge and the British manned 
Alabama, The Linnet struck to the Saratoga filteen 
minutes after the Conjiance ; the Hagle had already 
captured one of the sloops, and the Ticonderoga the 
other. Three of the British galleys being sunk, the 
others made off. Commodore MacDonoven's total 
loss was 52 killed and 58 wounded—110; Captain 
Downtrk’s, 84 killed, 110 wounded—-194, besides a 
great number of prisoners. The loss of his ficet 
caused the immediate retreat of Sir Gzo. Provost. 


Immediately on the close of the war with Great 
Britain, the Navy paid attention to the Barbary 
Powers that had been improving the preoccupation 
of our fleets to renew their ravages on American 
commerce. Midshipman PauLpINe went to the Medi- 
terranean in Decatur’s squadron, Decatur, ia the 
Guerriere, captured the Algerine Admiral HamMipa’s 
flagship, June 17, 1815, and an Algerine brig two days 
later, and soon forced a restitution and a lasting peace. 
Next year, 1816, young PavuLpine received his lieu- 
tenancy. At that time there were but three commis- 
sioned grades in the Navy—post captain, master 
commandant, and lieutenant ; the title of commodore 
arising out of the circumstance of an officer's being 
senior of the squadron under him. 

A long series of cruises now filled out the career 
of Lieut. Pautprnc—in the Independence, the Pro- 
metheus, the Macedonian, with a Pacific cruise of 
nearly four years, followed by eighteen months’ leave, 
the Sea Gull, under PortTER, and the United States 
wita another Pacific cruise of nearly four years. Dur- 
ing this latter, the sailor turned horse marine, and 
carried Commodore Huuw’s despatches to BoLivar's 
camp, & distance of fifteen hundred miles, thither and 
back, performing the hard journey on horseback. 
During this cruise, also, he volunteered to go in the 
Dolphin to the Mulgrave Islands, in search of tae mu- 
ctineers of the whale-ship Globe. Oae of the muti- 
neers was captured in the face of a throng of armed 
savages, PAuLDING bravely seizing him and forcing 
him to a waiting boat, with a pistol at his head. He 
had with him but one officer and thirteen men. The 
years from 1830 to 1841 he passed in cruising in the 
Mediterranean, first in the Constellation and then in 
the ‘Shark, which latter he commanded. He was 
made commander, Feb. 9, 1837, and for three years 
commanded the JLevznt, 18, on the West India 
station. 

His next service was as executive officer of the 
New York Navy-yard, for three years, until 1844, 
when, promoted to be captain, and commanding the 
Vincennes, 20, he went to the East Indies, Commodore 
Brpp.z’s return leaving him in charge of the Asiatic 
squardron, In 1848 he commanded the fine frigate 
St. Lawrence, 44,and made a European tour, being 
entertained by the Prussian King, and called upon to 
advise Admiral Prince ADELBERT about the German 
navy. From 1851 to 1854 he commanded the Wash~ 
ington Navy-yard, and also, as Commodore, the home 
squadron, successively on the Potomac and Wabash. 
But his arrest and disarming of the filibuster WaLK~ 
ER and his followers at Greytown, caused him to be 
retired, under BucHANAN. A3 an officer of experi- 
ence the outbreak of the Civil War called him back 
to service. One of his first acts was the destruction 
of the Navy-yard at Norfolk, as a precautionary 
measure—an act which has elicited much discussion. 
He was associated with Commodore Samira and Coam- 
mander Davis on the board which authorized the 
Monitor. It wasa source of prideto him that he 
had assisted in this great step. For, with the pre- 
jadices of a lifetime upon them, and with what their 
report confessed to be ‘‘a scanty knowledge in this 
branch of naval architecture,” the board nevertheless 
sanctioned a revolutionary project, though their 
conservative doubts tuok the form of exacting “a 
guarantee and a forfeiture in case of failure.” Soon 
after, he was detailed to command the New York 
Navy-yard, and discharged the arduous duties of 





that position throughout the war with a zeal, indus - 
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to have the monitor equipped in season, and is eaid 
to have purposely withheld a telegram received on 
the night of March 5, 1862, directing her commander 
not to stop at Fort Monroe, on his way to Washing- 
ton, because Commodore Pavuupine believed she 
would be needed at the former place. At any rate, 
the event showed that she was needed, and that a 
day’s delay might have been fatal. 

Commodore PauLprne, in July, 1862, was made a 
rear-admiral on the retired list, with nine other re- 
tired officers advanced at the same time to this then 
new grade. A year later he rendered good service 
during the New York riots by causing the two 
rivers to be patrolled with gunboats, and by furn- 
ishing a naval battalion for land service. After the 
war he was Governor of the Naval Asylum until 
1869, and then for two years received the sinecure of 
Port Admiral of Boston. In 1871, he withdrew to 
his farm, thus ending his days as he began them, after 
a long life on the ocean intervening. 

Of fine physique, impressive, dignified, yet kindly 
bearing, positive in views, yet universally liked and 
respected, the memory of the old Admiral will be 
kept green by many an officer and seaman in the 
service to which he devoted his career. Though, in 
the dispensations of fortune, it was not reserved for 
Admiral Pavu.prne to lead in any great enterprise 
which blazes with special light on the roll of our 
naval fame, he being among the youngsters in 1812 
and amongst the oldsters in 1861, yet his was a career 
of steady worth in a multitude of useful details per- 
formed with good sense and integrity. Congress 
voted him a sword for gallantry at Plattsburg Bay ; 
Nicaragua voted him a sword, its thanks, and a great 
tract of land; the King of Italy sent him the Order 
of St. Maurice—an equestrian order, which made the 
old sailor smile—but did he uot remember that ride 
to Simon Botivar? Manly, vigilant in his calling, a 
thorough-going sailor and true-hearted patriot, Ad- 
miral PauLprNG has finished a career not of dramatic 
splendors but of quiet usefulness, which, as it is an 
honor to the Service to note, was amply rewarded in 
the rank to which he was raised, and the professional 
esteem with which he was regarded, 

The Admiral was married in 1828 toa daughter of 
Mr. JonatHAN W. KE.uoee, of Flatbush, L. L., by 
whom he bad a number of children, six of whom— 
two sons and four daughters—with their mother 
survive him. His eldest son, Colonel Pau.prine, 
now of Philadelphis, distinguished himself in the 
late Civil War as captain in the 6th Cavalry, and re- 
ceived two brevets, resigning from the Army at the 
close of the war to engage in civil pursuits, One of 
the daughters was married to Commander Ricnarp 
W. Meapz, U.S. Navy, and a second daughter was 
married to Captain Rosert L, Meanpg, U. 8. Marine 
Corps, a younger brother of the Commander. The 
late Commander LEONARD PAvLpDING, flag captain to 
Admiral Foore in the battles of Forts Henry and 
Donelson, was a nephew of the Admiral. One of his 
cousins was James K. Pavunpine, the distinguished 
novelist. 

THE TENNESSEE. 

THE Zennessee is in the dry dock at the Brooklyn 
yard again undergoing repairs. Ihis ship, designed 
for high speed and engined from designs of Captain 
Ericsson, was completed in 1866, the total cost, ex- 
clusive of armament, being upwards of $1,340,000. 
As originally cons'ructed, no service was ever per- 
formed by the ship except that of a trial tmp at sea 
when fifteen and a half knots the hour was realized. 
In 1869 two of the boilers were removed, also the four 
bladed screw propeller, and in lieu thereof a two 
bladed screw was substituted, besides some other 
alterations, by which the speed of the ship was con- 
siderably reduced and the cost total increased. After 
this expenditure of money, added to the co3t of an 
outfit, service was got out of the ship to the extent of 
a trip to San Domingo and return to New York. Sub- 
sequently, that is between 1870 and 1875, the sum of 
$445,793 was «xpended on the ship for alterations and 
repairs, and upwserds of $340,000 for new motive 
machinery, besides a considerable sum for equipment, 
etc., making in all for alterstions and repairs at least 
$800,000. 

For this large expenditure of money the Goverp- 
ment secured the service of the ship for one cruise of 
three years, and now she is again under repairs, the 
additional cost of which will exceed $100,000, or a 
total of upwards of one million and quarter of dollars 


for alterations and repairs. For all of this vast ex- 
penditure the Government possesses a ship long, 
narrow, and unwieldy to handle, expensive to 
maintain, too weak to sustain high speed, even if the 
power was on board, and having neither a battery 
competent to meet an enemy with modern guns, or 
speed sufficient to run. 

As to the original construction of the Zennessee 
nothing need be said. She was designed during the 
war for a purpose, which the cessation of the war 
rendered unnecessary. But much may be said on the 
subject of such immense expenditures for alterations 
and repairs of an obsolete ship. 

The sum total expended on the Zennessee since the 
first alterations were ordered would have been nearly 
if not quite sufficient to construct a ship of modern 
type, with structural strength and engine power suffi- 
cient for fifteen knots an hour, to act as a ram, to 
have all the requirements necessary for a war ship, 
and to keep the sea as a cruiser, easily handled 
and comparatively inexpensive to maintain, besides 
one that would be serviceable for twenty years_with- 
out constant and expensive repairs. 








WE learn that the militia of Minnesota are to be 
armed with the Sharps rifle, that State having recently 
purchased 11,000 of these excellent weapons. Apropos 
of this we would suggest that each State be allowed to 
select such a gun as it may see fit, providing that it is 
a standard military rifle, and that such a rifle be issued 
to the State to the extent of its share of the genera, 
appropriation for arming and equipping the militia, 
There should be a reasonable limit in the variety of 
guns selected from, but there could be no practica) 
harm, but doubtless a vast deal of good, in having five 
or six difterent kinds of rifles, of uniform calibre, in 
the hands of the militia. Competitive tests would 
frequently be made, and in that way the merits and 
demerits of the weapons shown. Different localities 
have different needs. Thus the Texan militia prefer 
the Winchester rifle, even if they are obliged to pro. 
cure it at their own expense, to the Spriogfield arm, 
furnished by the General Government. The Indians, 
with whom they are occasionally engaged, are armed 
with magazine guns, and in order that the fight be 
then on equal terms, the militiaman is obliged to pro. 
cure a Winchester or some repeating rifle. 

The militia of New York have long since given their 
preference to the Remington rifle, 30,000 of them being 
in the armories of the National Guard. Militia officers 
are regarding with much favor the improved Peabody- 
Martini rifle—the rifle used by the regular army and 
militia of Great Britain—and it is probable that some 
States will make a choice of this superior weapon. 
The Whitney Arms Oo., the oldest:arms manufac 
turing establishment in the country, are also introduc. 
ing an excellent military rifle which deserves the con- 
sideration of State} authorities who wish to secure an 
arm of this character. 

It is obvious that already there are several excellent 
military rifles in the country,that are preferred by the 
larger portion of the militia to the regulation Spring- 
field rifle adopted by the United States. It is to be 
hoped that the coming Congress will make such moui- 
fications in the law as to permit, under proper restric” 
tions, such selections as the different States may 
require. 








Wits reference to what was said last week, in re. 
gard to the losses by the yellow fever at Jackson Bar- 
racks, we learn that with the exception of the detach- 
ment left at Jackson Barracks, New Orlean;, there 
bas not been a single case of yellow fever amongst the 
troops in the Department of the Soutb, so far as known 
up to Oct. 8; and, generally, the health of the com- 
mand has been exceptionally good. When the troops 
left Jackson Barracks, New Orleans, the command- 
ing officer was directed to ‘leave at post a small de- 
tachment of acclimated men, under a good non-com 
missioned officer,” and it is fair to presume he did his 
best to comply with that order in selecting acclimated 
men, but they do not appear to have been proof 
against the fever any more than the acclimated popu- 


application for leave of absence to visit his home in 
New Orleans. He was offered the alternative of going 
on duty in command at Jackson Barracks—an offer 
he very readily accepted, and after much difficulty 
reached the post and took command September 16. 
Of the detachment left there were four non-commie- 
sioned officers and ten privates, including hospital 
steward and ordnance sergeant. One non-commis- 
sioned officer and five privates huve died, the others 
are convalescing. Lieut. Baldwin’s opportune arrival 
at Jackson Barracks is regarded by General Augur as 
very fortunaie for the interests of the Government at 
the point. 





THE progress of the Anglo-Afghan campaign since 
our last summary can be very shortly epitomized. The 
invasion of the Ameer’s territory has not begun, and 
may be put off until spring. Thus far there has been 
only the assembling of large forces at Jamrood and on 
the frontier—forces among which, unhappily, fever 
has already made havoc. The Ameer has sent his 
reply to Lord Lytton: ‘‘ Do your worst. The issue is 
in God’s hands.” He has also, it is said, despatched 
an envoy to the Ozar, and we may yet see Russi 
quietly pushing a corps of observation towards Afghan- 
istan. Stil], a rumor prevails that Shere Aliis willing 
to meet the Viceroy at Peshawur for a compromise. 
We should suspect ‘that this may be only a device to 
insure English delay till winter setsin. The Ameer, 
at all events, is said to have 25,000 men at Ali Muejid, 
and a zood many at Candabar. We think it doubtful 
if Candahar could be reached before Christmas by any 
efforts, though undoubtedly the route taken to that 
point would be the Bolan Pass. In fact, Gen. Ross 
has not yet advanced from Jamroud to clear the Lower 
Pass and assault Ali Musjid; and an Afghan recon- 
ngissance near Jamrood resulted in hurrying reinforce- 
ments into it. Possibly the already advanced season 
may postpone the whole campaign, thus giving the 
Ameer time for second thoughts. 











A NEWSPAPER despatch from Washington reports 
General Sherman as saying of the Army that he never 
knew of its condition being so satisfactory as now. 
All branches of it are in accord, the best possible feel. 
iug existing among the officers and the character of 
the meu being all that could be desired. The recruit- 
ing officers have their selection, not more than one 
person ia five presenting himself for enlistment being 
accepted. In bi3 recent trip to the West he was fairly 
delighted with the good condition of all the posts, 
without exception more attention than heretofore being 
paid to their sanitary condition, At one of them, 
where there was a large command, the hospital had not 
hai a patient fur over two weeks. He expressed his 
astonishment at the educational condition of the 
privates generally, some of them showing a high state 
of culture.

The story was absurd upon its face, and bai no other 
foundation than the simple fact that Admiral Jonee did 
visit the Russian vessels, gaining admission to them, 
however, with a legitimate pass, properly obtained.

EXPERIENCE AT A YELLOW FEVER CAMP. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: You may have seen mention made in the As- 
sociated Press despatches, of a certain Camp Joe 
Williams, a refugee camp near Memphis. When the 
yellow fever first broke out in Memphis some thousand 
vents were borrowed from the Government, and this 
camp established for poor people to come to and escape 
the pestilence. The relief committee obtained the 
services of Colonel John F. Cameron to lay it out, 
and afterwards take command. Col. Cameron’s com- 
pany, the Bluff City Greys, moved over from their 
other emcampment at the Fair Grounds, and the Mc- 
Clellan Guards, a colored company, came from the 
city and went on duty. 

Now we have been out here since the 12th of August 
and have done something more than play soldier. 
Guard mounting and tying up insubordinate citizens 
are our chief delights. Camp duties and regulations 
—which we never conld have learnt in our armory— 
have been pretty weil instilled in our heads. 

And then we have experienced some of the horrors 
of war too. One black night the McClellan Guards’ 
sentinels commenced firing oft their Springfields at the 
bridge—only one mile off—and they turned out their 
guard, and the fat lieutenant cursed and s:vore that bis 
seatiaels would be butchered before they ever got 
there. Finally they started at a double time. I think 
I told you that the night was black, but I haven’t told 
you that they had to traverse a newly cut out road 
filled with stumps and rvots, and two trestles on the 
railrosd track. Ob, what a time they must have had 
at a double time! The sentinels were safe and sound, 
and the guard returned, but not very happy. 

Another night, dark, rainy, chilly—shall I ever for- 

t it?—and the Bluff City Greys’ sentinel was supposed 

y a drowsy corporal to bave fired off hisgun. And 
then such another time. ‘The post a quarter of a mile 
off, the way lay down one clay hill, aloog the middle of 
the railroad track, and two trestles tocross. Everything 
you could put your foot on seemed covered with wet 
clay that night. Well, finally, that guard got formed, 
the officer drew his sword, gave a soul stirring com. 
mand or two—one of which was double time—and off 
we went. The first thing that happened was that the 
lantern went out and the rain poured barder. The 
officer and corporal went in front and the guard strag- 
gled on behind. Such slipping up and falling dowa 
never was cqualled. The sentinel was finally reached, 
and announced a blissful ignorance of any shot fired. 
His gua was inspected, and revealed nothing but rust. 
To make sure, his cartridges were counted and found 
all present. During all this time the guard were gra- 
dually arriviog, limping, besputtered with mud, and 
moist, very moist. ‘Then we all swore and swore again 
and reformed and returned to gard tents. 

Having changed our camp ground three times we 
have acquired almost the proficiency of circus tent 
strikers, and as for building bunks the veterans of 
Manassas would not be ashamed of our skill. The first 
rain that caught us taught many things, one of which 
was—don’t stretch the tent tight or it will leak. One 
tent was pegged down very tightly in some soft ground 
and it pulled its pegs up all by itself, and the wind 
blew it duwn and mess No. 4 were in a bad fix. Ama- 
teur soldiering hus its delights and drawbacks just like 
everything else, but the officers have the hardest time 
of all. Possum bunting, card playing, sleeping, eat- 
ing and drinking are the chief occupations of the boys. 
The citizens’ relief committee supply the rations.

FILLING THE RETIRED LIST. 
WasHINGTON, Oct. 22, 1878. 


As the time mage pn for the re-assembling of 
Congresa the attention of military mea will very natu- 
rally turn towards the commission which was ap- 
pointed at the last session to report upon the reorgani- 
zation of the Army. The commission has been ia 
session at various times during the recess of Congress, 
at the Spriogs in Virginia, but nothing that has trans- 
pired at the meetings has been given to the public. 
Colonel Scott, who is secretary to the commission, 
must know of all that has been done, but I hear that 
he merely remirked when he was questioned as to the 
proceedings, that he did not consider that he had any 
authority to make them known. 

Of course the line officers are particularly anxious 
that no reduction of the number of regiments should 
be recommended. Were any such reduction made the 
chances for any further promotion for some years 
would be very slim, for the greater part, if not all, the 
officers of disbanded regimentu would probably be as- 
signed to the remaining regiments as the vacancies 
should occur. The relief afforded by filling up the 
retired list would be but slight, as there are now but 
few officers of the line who are subjects for retirement, 
either by reason of age or disability, or who have re- 
quested to be retired for thirty years and more of 
service. 

The President is authorized to retire any officer who 

has served forty years or who has arrived at the age of 
sixty-two. There is a large number of such officers in 
the General Staff, but there are very few in the line. 
There are some sixty odd vacancies on the retired list 
at this time, and there is room for all the officers who 
can be retired at the discretion of the President as well 
as for thos3 who have requested retirement and those 
who are physically disqualified for further active 
service. 
Under the present ruling the service of officers as ca- 
dets at West Point cannot be counted in estimating 
the length of service, and the subjoined list will show 
the number of general officers, general staff officers 
and regimental officers who can be retired at the cis- 
cretion of the President, at the close of the present 
fiscal year, with length of service at that time. Those 
whose service does not equal or exceed forty years 
will have arrived at the age of sixty-two:

Here we have forty officers, only seven of whom are 
of the line. Four field officers of cavalry and two of 
infantry have requested to be retired by reason of 
thirty years and upwards of service, or fur disability 
contracted in the service. In addition to the above are 
some twelve or fifteen officers of various lengths of 
service who from different causes are disqualified for 
active service, but who have not asked or been re- 
commended for retirement. The total would about 
fill the retired list, but it is doubtful whether many of 
these officers, particularly those among the general 
and staff officers will be retired at this time, as in 
spite of their years they are active and meritorious 
officers, fully cqual to the duties of their positions. 

We do not think it probable that the decision against 
counting service as cadet will be reversed, but should 
it be, the following named officers will have completed 
their forty years or more of service at the close of the 
present fiscal year:

In the Pay Department there are several of thé com- 
paratively recent appointments who have passed the 
age at which they could be retired at the discretion of 
the President, and the same thing obtains among the 
military and ordnance storekeepers and among the 
post chaplains. It is not probable, however, that any 
of these old gentlemen will be disturbed, as their re- 
tirement would neither give promotion or make vu- 
canciez to be filled. 

It is useless at this time to speculate upon the suc- 
cessors to the Chiefs of Departments should any of the 
present ones be retired, neither will we have to discuss 
the subject of compulsory retirement at sixty-two. At 
the last session of Congress a strong argument in favor 
of such retirement was made in the Military Committee 
of the Senate, and at one time it was thought that the 
naval system of retirement would be adopted for the 
Army. But the Army officers who oppose the system 
are generally strong, men, and it is doubtful whether 
any change will be made for some time to come. 
The Army is still, to a certain degree, in the hands of 
thore who showed such an inimical spirit towards it at 
the last session of Congress.

AMERICAN INVENTIONS AT PARIS. 


In an article on American machinery as exhibited at 
Paris, the London 7:mes says: 

“*The activity and insight of the American inventive 
genius develops more that is new and practical in me- 
chanism than all Europe combined. ‘The New Eng- 
lander invents normally; bis brain has a bias that way. 
He mechanizes as an old Greek sculptured, as the 
Venetian painted, or the modern Italian sang; a school 
has grown up whose dominant quality, curiously in- 
tense, wide spread, and daring, is mechanical imagina- 
tion. It is not the professed mechanic or iro: master 
who invents, any more than the schoolmaster or the 
farmer. As Tintoretto left his dyeing to become a 
great painter, the American, be he bank clerk, peda- 
gogue, backwoodsman, or ploughman, turns in his 
busy brain some problem of his own, suggested by his 
experience of ill or too slowly done work, and like 
Archimedes in his bath, he suddenly finds it and rushes 
away with his ‘Eureka’ to some place where he can 
make his model or get it made—more frequently the 
former for want of tunds to get it made. There was 
a want the man had felt, an ideal to be worked out, and 
in his meditation sudderly the thing flashed on him, 
and is complete in all its essential parts from that 
moment.” 

Various illustrations of this are given, including the 
exhibit of the Waltham Watch Company and their 
manufacturing processes, which are described at 
length, especially the device or perfecting the compen- 
sation for heat andcold. On this point he says: 

“The delicacy of construction of the new balance 
would only have been possible with the mechanism in- 
troduced by the Waltham Company, the precision of 
which may be judged from that of the micrometer last 
produced and shown at Paris, which measures the 
twenty-five thousandth part of an inch, and even indi- 
cates that so largely that it might be divided under a 
lens readily into hundred-thovsands. A micrometer 
screw gauge detects inequalities in the thread of a 
screw up to hundred-thousandths, and a screw made 
for the government scientific commission to correct the 
measures has been constructed, in which the maximum 
of error in the thread is less than one ten-thousandth 
of an inch.” 

“In the depirtment of fire arms,” the Zines con- 
tinues, ‘‘in which the Americans have always main- 
tained a certain advance as to construction, there are 
exhibited by the Remington Arms Company two new 
forms of military rifle, one of which, the un, 18 
obviously an improvement on all simple breech-loaders 
hitherto used. The breech block is the same as the 

Martini-Henry, but the opening is effected by the ham- 
mer, which holds the same place as in the old rifle, and 
can be worked by the thumb of theright hand.

The way in which a marker 
was shot the other day duriog some target practice at 
Eppendorf proves this. Before leaving his shelter to 
examine exactly where a bullet struck the marker had 
hoisted his red flag, planting it in the ground near the 
target as a signal that firing was to cease. While he 
was still examining the target a sudden gust of wind 
blew down the flag, and the man whose turn it was to 
fire thinking that the danger signal had been purposely 
lowered pn ae his piece, not noticing that the 
marker was stillin front of the target.

Finst New Yorx Baricaps.—Section 147 of the Military 
Code directs the commandant of each division to inspect 
and review one brigade of his command every year, while 
section 148 amended, requires the commandant of each 
brigade annually to inspect and review the several regi- 
ments in hiscommand. Acting under these paragraphs, 
and at this very late day of the season of 1878, the Ist Bri- 
gade is ordered to parade in undress nnilorm heavy march- 
ing order, on October 30th, the intention being to spend 
the day at Prospect Park, Brooklyn. A brigade drill and 
review are military ceremonies seldom seen in New York 
City, simply because there is no available plot of ground in 
which a command could be mancuvred. The law, of 
course, is distinct and emphatic, and of a necessity the 
division and briade ders are pelled to order 
out the troops, but is it necessary that the men who have 
already performed voluntarily more duty than the law 
requires should be called, on to expend another full day’s 
time for a review and inspection which might readily take 
place on Fifth or Madison avenues with the passage at the 
plaza. The regimental organizations of the lst Brigade are 
not niggards in the performance of duty, each of the regi- 
ments having made three street parades for drill purposes, 
the 30th of May parade and the Inspection, in addition to 
the extra drills for battalion manceuvre and with four full 
days at Creedmoor this year, the iast Creedmoor day and 
the annual inspection being during this month. Is it then 
to be wondered, that with the amount of duty required 
from officers and men, particularly the former, that out of 
the rm ny companies ia the lst Division, scarce one- 
third have a full complement of officers? With regard to 
the men, it has of late days become a question of bread and 
butter tu them whether they attend parades or not. On 
the one haud Court-martial, fine and Ludlow street stares 
them 1n the face if they do not attend to duty; while on 
the other, discharge from employment and its consequences 
if they do. Employers talk up the National Guard auring a 
threatened or actual riot, but fear once over the good of 
the organization is forgotten. We, personally, have heard 
officers assert as a reason for the absence of men at the 
inspections of this year that their employers th:eatened to 
discharge them on the spot if they paraded. Under this 
state of affairs then, aud as the much cooked military law 
compels the extra parade of this brigade, would 1t not 
have been wiser on the part of the commanding officers, 
and much better for th» rank and file, to have held this 
parade at half-past three or four o’clock in the afternoon ? 
It would have enabled the men to have put in a full half- 

— work and would have answered every purpose. 

he staff of the 1st Brigade have offered a very hand- 
some and appropriate trophy for yearly competition by the 
companies of the several regiments in the brigade. The 
trophy will be awarded to the company which makes the 
largest average percentage of attendance at all meetings 
for drill, instruction or parade during the year preceding 
such award, aud will be held by the successful company for 
one year. In order to compete companies must be within 
the minimum and maximam limits prescribed by law. 
Upon November 1, 1879, and of each year thereafter, the 
regimental commanders will certify to brigade headquarters 
the company of their regiment qualified, as stated, who has 
made the largo3t average of percentage of attendance du- 
ring the preceding twelve months. The general command- 
ing will compare the returns frcm the several regiments 
and award the tropby to the company having the highest 
average. Tho stafi reserves to itself the right to change 
the conditions as may be found necessary in order to in- 
sure the accomplishment of the object in view, giving, 
however, ample notice of such change. 


Seventa New Yor« (City.)—At a few minutes past two 
o’clock on Thursday, October 1/, this regiment, in ite hand- 
some full dress uniform of grey and gold, ten companies 
unequalized, and with band and drum corps, filed into 
Lafayette Place in column of fours. When the head of the 
column had reached Fourth street fours left was given, and 
the regiment quickly dressed in line of battle. The occa- 
sion of this parade was the annual inspection and muster 
of the regiment, and on the appearance of the Lospector- 
General the command was at once formed for review. 
During this ceremony, which was standing only, on account 
of the limited space, the 7th never looked to better advan- 
tage, the oflicers and men etanding as though statues of 
stone instead of being flesh and bivod, and, as such, open 
to the ills thereof. Still during the time occupied py the 
reviewing party iu going around the battalion, a distance 
of over #ix city blocks, not a head or hand was moved. The 
men were, no doubt, weil pleased when the closing present 
was ordered. Only two errors occurred in the ceremony ; 
first, the failure of the colonel to superintend the aligament 
of the company officers and frout rank, paragraph 815 
Tactics ; and seccud, the two rufiles of the on corps at 
the salute, the reviewing ofticer being entitled to but one, 
paragraph 773 Tactics. These errors were repeated at the 
close of the review, The commandants of companies were 
next ordered to the front and centre receiving such instruc- 
tions as to the inspection and muster as the [nspector- 
General deemed necessary, after which the command was 
broken into column for inspection, and ranks opened. A 
most minute inspection was then made of the field and 
staff, the inspectiag ofticer calling attention to the fact that 
the red sash of oid times was stull worn by officers. This 
was accounted for by the fact that the regimental bill of 
dress as approved by the Adjutant-General demands its 
wear. Of course, for the present this reason had to be 
satisfactory ; it is one of the oddities of the 7th, and must 
be allowed. Changes have been repeatedly made in this 
bill of dress, and parts dropped aud added to suit the taste 
of the officers ; but why they should have taken up the new 
regulation sword, which is a worthiess toy in the hands of 
oflicers, discarding the old serviceable sabre, adopting the 
gold belt instead of the late black leather equipment, and 
yet retain that dear old fashioned relic of the days of fuss 
and feathers, was beyond the comprehension of those 
present, except as stated, to be odd and different from 
other organizatious. This same iopovation was noticed in 
the company oflicers, even first sergeants woaring sashes, 
while the line sergeants all wore swords. The iuepection 
by company was most thorough and patisfactory, every 
particle of uniform aud equipments being in the best pos- 
sible condition, The inspection of koapsacks was omitted, 
the undress uniforms not being enclosed therein. At the 
close of the inspection the ranks were again verified for 
muster. Here again the law and regulations were ignored, 
for three of the companies show an excess of the maximum 
allowed by section 12, Military Code, which states that one 
bundred nou-commissioued officers, musicians and privates 
shail be the-maximum of a company of infantry. In the 
muster Co. K again leads the regiment, having a present 
ot 114 ofticers and mex, with 138 on roll; Co. I was second, 

with 99 out of 113 ; Co. B beimg third, with 96 out of 109. 
The smaliest company in the regiment was F, who paraded 
55 out of 66. The greatest number absent was in Co K, 
Oos, CO and E dividing the honors for the smallest number 
of absentees, each having buat 5. During the muster the 
attention of the Inspector-General was called to the fact 














ofa B iment, as was the drum-major. The 
were, however, certified to as being bona fide enliste 
members of the 7th and were of course mustered. At the 
conclusion of the muster, the regiment was equalized and 
ashort parade made, during which the marching of the 
regiment was not at all equal to its reputation, nor were 
the wheelings up to standard expected from the several 
companies. The result of the muster was as follows : 
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Last year this regiment mustered 850 present, “129 ab- 
sent ;t total, 979; thus showiog a gain of 22 n the present 
although a loss of 8 in the aggregate. 


Eientu New York (City).—When on Sunday, Feb. 17, 1878, 
the armory, arms, uniforms and property of this regimeut were 
consumed by fire, there were not a few, both officers and men, 
in the Ist Division who at once predicted the dissolution of the 
old Washington Greys. The JourNAL, however, knowing the 
calibre of Colonel Scoit and his officers, announced that the 
regiment would hold together, and would be cemented by their 
loss, and we are happy to say this prediction has been verified. 
Blouses were obtained from the Commissary Generali of Ord- 
nance and the arsenal ueed as a drill room, cumpany and battalion 
drills being steadily continued. During the spring a headquar- 
ters was established and meetings for business and theoretical 
instruction were held, while active steps were being taker to 
obtain from the State a replacement of uniforms, etc., lost by 
the fire. This bill of damages was finally passed, and with the 
issue of new uniforms, the dead wood of the old command was 
chopped off and new recruits were rapidly obtained. The rifle 
—— of the regiment was maintained, while the Jaly camp at 

reedmoor added laurels’ to the already well earned crown of 
the regiment. Officers and men worked hard during the season 
and a full representation was exp cted on the oceasion of the 
aupnual inspection and muster. Considerable inquiries were 
being made as to what strength the regiment would parade, the 
general figure being put down as about 359 men all told. Many 
of the officers asserted that the regiment would run over 400, 
bat their assertions were laughed at. ‘Tuesday, Oct. 22, was the 
day which was to settle the disputed point, and at balf-past two 
o'clock, one balf hour late, the command passed through Thirty- 
fourth street in colamn of fours Line was formed rignt resting 
on Madison avenue, and the ranks were quickly opened for re- 
view. General Woodward was the reviewing officer, accom- 
panied by Major McGrath, and during the inapestion in line the 
men were fairly steady. Several, however, and one or two offi- 
cers, who could not remain at ease, spoiled the line, while the 
second lieutenant of the third company in line delibarately 
fixed his trousers leg, while the officers were paseing around the 
column. The command was not as steady as was expected; but 
the number of recruits in the ranke, who perhaps for the first 
time stood in line of battle, may be given a+an+xcrse, After 
the review tbe regiment was broken into colama for inspection, 
and as in other organizations the General was most minute, 
inviting the especial attention of Dr. Place, the regimental sur- 
geon, to the fact that the collar of the coat and not the epaulettes 
was the piace for the insignia of brevet rank. He also mentioned 
the docior’s equipments, the baldric and sword belt being of 
different patterns. In the non-commissioned staff the gold 
epaulettes received his attention. In passing down the column 
each company was specially noted, and more than one of the 
captains was +cored for the ucclean condition of the belts and 
brasses of their men. [he new band of the regiment, under 
the leadership of Mr Geo, Gonnor, were complimented by the 
General on their five appearance, they baving a brand new 
ecarlet frock coat, biue trousers and sbako, with handsome 
equipments. Their music was particularly fine. At the close 
of the inspection the muster was made, when the hearts of the 
oficers were made giad by the fact that 411 men were certified to 
as being present, just eleven more than the most sanguine of 
them had expected. Of this present, Captain Fieldinge, Co. C, 
was the largest, with 59 out of 67, Co. D beiog next with 47 
The smallest company was A, it having only 28 pre‘ent. Co. E 
had the smallest number of absentees. At the close of the 
muster the companies were equalized with sixteen front and a 
short parade made, after which the command returned to the 
areenai. Colonel Scott and his command bave every reason to 
feel proud of this muster, for in the face of difficulties and 
disasters which wonld have sunk the majority of National Guard 
organizations, the 8th has not only heid its own. but has in- 
creased in eflective strength, dri land discipline. With a new 
armory and the vacant commissions filled, the regiment will hold 
its own against the best regiment in the State. The following 
is the resalt of the muster : 
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Last year this regiment mustered pre sent 448, absent 150, total 
598. showing only # loss of 37 in the present with a loss of 75 
in the aggregate. 


Ninta New York (City).—This regiment was twenty-five 
minutes behind the time announced in orders, when the head of 
the column wheeled into East 34:h street on the 2ist instant, for 
annual muster and inepection. After some slight delay the line 
was forB ed for review, seeneties General Woodward being the 
reviewing officer. In conformity with orders from Division 
Headquarters, the fleld and staff paraded mounted, and as the 
iaspecting officer was on foot these officers were compelled to 
diemount in a side street, where their horse equipmen's were 
inspected. This change was the cause of the delay in formation, 
and was alev tle cause of the staff not being in pos't'on and of 
having ther swords in the scabbaris atthe present. The live 
extended two blocks, and duriug the inspection by the Iuspector 
Genera! both men and officers were very unsteady; heads, hands, 
and bodies being moved at will, while considerable taiking was 
going on in the ranks and among the file closers. The passage 
was omitted for want of space. ‘he ceremony as a whole couid 
not be considered good and was below the staudard shown by 


centre in order to receive instructions from the inspecting offi- 
cer, the men being in the meanwhile left in open ranks and at 
the carry. Considering that during the review in line, the men 
remained at a carry arms, it was no wonder that while the officers 
were at the front, that considerable shuffling, changing and un- 
steadiness was observed along the line, and ove lieutenant com- 
manded “ order arms,” receiving from the colonel a rebuke for 
his intrusion. and an immediate signal to resume the carry. The 
command was then wheeled into column and ranks opened for 
i ion. The ivsp then d with the field and 
staff, throwing out the adjutant, whois a member of the Gov- 
ernor’s staff, and three gentlemen who were in ful! staft uniform, 
but not recognized under the Military Code. Two of these were 
volunteers, the others being members of a company and were 
announced as honorary staff officers. In the non-commissioned 
staff the same thing was found and the volunteers thrown ont. 
The staff and non-commissioned staff were scored for want of 
uniformity in equipment, the quartermaster wearing captains’ 
bars, while the be'ts of the non-commissioned staff were some of 
gold and others of leather. A rigid inspection was then made of 
the several companies. uniforms and equipments being found in 
a fair condition although many of the brasses and buttons would 
have been the better of a dose of whitening. The men were not 
remarkable for steadiness during this inspection, and in not a 
few cases the officers set a bad example by leaving their posi- 
tions and chatting with them. In the ieft company the two 
honorary staff officers “in full uniform” were observed standing 
in the front rank, flanked by a recruit and the left sergeant. 

The inspector naturaily refused to inspect or muster them as 
privates, they not being in the required uniform. At the closs 
of the inspection General Woodward, assisted by Col. Briggs, 

A. 1. G., made the muster of the command, resulting in a present 

of 725. Company A, Capt Cottman, being the banner company 

with 103 present and but 2 absent. Capt. Walton’s company, F, 

was second with 99, while Capt. Tallman’s company, C, was 

smallest with only 28 present and 25 absent. Co. J, Capt. Hue- 

sey, had but 4 men absent. The following 1s the oilicial record 

of toe master:

FirTeentH New York Batrtarion (BRooKLYN).—Oo ac- 
count of the storm, this command was inspected and 
mustered in its armory, Schermerhorn and Smith streets, 
Brooklyn, Friday, Oct. 18, by Colone) Phil. H. Briggs, Asst. 
Insp.-Gen., assisted by Major M. B. Farr, I. R. P. 11th Bri- 
gade Staff. The formation was prompt on time, and fairly 
yood, one of the principal faults being in placing the colors 
on the left of the first company in a six company formation ; 
the idea evidently being that as that company constituted 
nearly or quite one-half the entire command, this was the 
exugiest way to get the colors in the centre of the battalion. 
Owing to the limited space only a standing review was had. 
During this ceremony the men stood remarkably steady, 
not a head or hand moving; but the oflicers were slow in 
saluting, and the mistake was committed of dropping the 
colors #ad aiflourish given by the band, the rank of the 
reviewing officer not entitling bim to those honers. In 
this vattalion the old militia style of the national color 
advancing on the line with the company officers when the 
ranka are spread is adhered to, to the disadvan'age of the 
command. In forming column of companies the captains 
dressed by the right, an error which was not corrected by 
the heatenent-eotenal commanding. The adjutant failed 
utterly in his duties as regarded the coior guard. This 
officer is very deficient in tactical knowledge, has no life 
nor snap abont him, and is in no perceptible way an advan- 
tage in the position which he is supposed to fill. Colonel 
Briggs moade a most minute inspection. The commandant 
of Co. K was discovered with a substitute musician, who 
was promptly thrown out. During the inspection and 
muster which followed the command was under most thor- 
ough discipline, no straggling, and every man in his piace, 
while not a moment’s delay was caused the inspecting 
officer either at the inspection or muster. Tbis year again 
Ov. A leads the battalion in‘ present with 75 out of the 
possible 80, and of the 5 absentees one was sick in bed and 
oue was severely injured by a railroad accident, thus leaving 
but three out of 80 for Captain Alsgood to account for. 
Last year this company mustered present 61 out of 63. The 
command is the best in the battalion both in discipline and 
drill and well merited the approval of Col. Briggs. Co, D 
also deserves praise, for without a captain 32 out of the 38 
on the roll were mustered present. This company is about 
to elect Capt. David T. Lynch, late I. R. P. ot the battalion, 
us their commandant, and as he is well known as a good 
and faithful officer the year | will no doubt rapidly in- 
crease in both numbers and drill under his care, and as the 
trouble between him and Col. Meyenberg has been satisfac- 
torily settled all will be well with Co. D. Co. K was the 
smaliest in the command, having less than one-half of its 
members present, and was as well the poorest drilled and 
disciplined in the battalion. Of the two officers, the lieu- 
tenant was absent, and from general appearances the com- 
pany would be improved if the captain would at once sever 
his connection with the company and battalion. A com- 
mandant who parades less than one-half of the strength of 
his command, and that well below the minimum, shows 
very little interest 1n his organization or the National 
Guard. The East New York company, OC, was also in [the 
same predicament, less than one-half of the company being 
present; but as their captain has tendered his resignation 
there is alife still before the company. The result of the 
muster was as follows:

old Jupiter Pluvius has let loose his flood gates. This 
action of old J. P. was to be particularly regretted on Fri- 
day, October 15, for on that occasion the regiment was to 
parade on the Plaza for annual inspection, and the ceremo- 
ny so completely performed in the close quarters of the 
regimental,armory and before a necessarily limited audience, 
could have been witnessed by a large concourse of specta- 
tors; with pride tothe regiment and with 


many officers and men of the National Guard who attend 


these inspections, we are sorry to say, more often to find 
fault than to improve by perfection or learn through errors, 
Two o’clock was the hour of formation ‘or the review ; but 
as at that time the weather was most threatening General 
Woodward, Inspector-General of the State, directed that 
the inspection and muster should be conducted in doors. 
Disagreeable as this state of affairs was to both officers and 
men, the best was made of a bad bargain, and the regiment 
was formed in column of companies in open ranks for in- 
spection, the size of the room preventing even a review in 
The appearance of the command when thus formed 
was military to the highest degree, the handsome full dress 
uniform, white frock coat, blue trousers and black shako, 
with knapsaks, overcoats rolled, showing to the very best 


line, 


aivantage. Instead of the review in line Gen. Woodward 
made an inspection in column, passing around each rank 
aud closely inspecting both officers and men. 
mopy consumed nearly a quarter of an hour, yet, although 
the men stood at attention and order arms, we failed to 


observe the movement of a single head or hand ; indeed it 


might be said that the eyes were hardly removed from the 
required position, “ striking the ground at about the dis- 
tance of fifteen yards,” so steady were the men. At the 
lose of this inspection in columa the several companies 
were individually inspected, commencing with the field, 
staff and non-commissioned staff. Here everything was 
found perfect, uniforms and equipments conforming to the 
requirements of the regulations. From right to left the 
companies were then examined, each being found in per- 
fect condition, while the details of the ceremony required 
by the inspector were correctly and promptly executed, 
The stacking of arms and inspection of knapsacks, in which 
were the blouse and fatigue cap of the men, proved the 
officers to be good instructors and the men to be apt 
scholars. From right to left not an error was noticeable 
on the part of the men, and but for the neglect cf the com- 
mandauts of the four rear companies to draw their swords 
while giving orders to their men during the inspection not 
a fault couid have been found. In the eighth company this 
was particularly noticeable, for the commandant executed 
all the ceremony with his sword in the scabbard, but when 
te inspector had passed to the next company he bethought 
himself of the error and drew the sword, much to the 
a nusement of the spectators. Thv commandant of the last 
C »mpauy just escaped the same blunder; he did, however, 
dcaw his sword at about the middle of the ceremony. The 
muster tven followed, resulting in a present of 547, absent 
93, total 640. Co. B, Capt. Culien, headed the list with a 
present ct 89 out of 103; Co. D being second with 78 out of 
99; Company A was the smailest company, 37 out of 43, 
Company K had the smallest percentage of absentees.

inspection. Many of the officers objected to this last day’s 
rifle practice on gthe ground that the men could ill spare 
two days in one month; yet disregarding the appeals, the 
fiat went forth and the rank and file were again compelled 
to lose time. The attendance justified the protest of the 
company officers, for a mere squad of men reported for 
duty. Kifle practice is certainly a most important branch 
ot the education of the citizen soldier, but even toit there 
should be alimit. It is well to be enthusiastic and to have 
a fine figure of merit, with an immense number of marks- 
men; but does the end justify the means? Class practice 
is required by the State law aud regulations, but when men 
have gone through the grades, and through no fault of 
theirs have not been allowed to shoot for the State prize, is 
it just to ask them tv luse another d3y’s wages in euch 
weather as Uctober generally furoishes tur the purpose of 
winning the marksman’s badge? The majority of the 
ofticers of the 69th think not, and certainly tae rank and 
file proved that their superiors were correct. The average 
National Guardsman cannot command his owa time, it 
being devoted to his employers, and superior officers should 
occasionally consider the welfare of the rank and file ere 
ordering them on special duty.

days” were brought so vividly before us as to totally blind our 
eyes to things present. We consequently lost sight of the bal- 
ance of the battalion drill, if any there was. ° 
Guard mount was next gone through with, and althongh a 
number of hitches took place ought perhaps to be considered 
satisfactory, in view of the fact that it was buat the second 
attempt on the part of the battalion, and the first on the part of 
the acting adjutant. The officer in command of the guard was 
particularly :usty. One error was glaring, and that because of an 
evident misunderstanding of the meaning of Tactics, At guard 
honse, after new guard passes old guard, the commander of each 
guard faces to the ceatre, and brings it to a present, each then 
face tofront not towards each other and present. 

Dress parade was next in order, and certainly very well ex- 
ecuted; the line quickly formed aud tarned over to battalion 
commandant; men steady at parade rest; manual of arms excel- 
lent. The only fault that can be noticed being in the order 
arms, executed strictly according to Upton, except that the 
pieces came to the order with entirely too mach shock, and 
yuides and file closers should not execute right shoulder and 
support arms during execution of manual at dress parade, and 
never present arms except when oflicers salute. Taking all in 
all, during the evening the general appearance, steadiness of the 
men, their soldierly bearing, and discipline were meritorious in 
the uighest degree; and could not help being extremely gratifying 
both to the inspecting officers and to the battalion comman t. 
While we have noticed a considerable number of mistakes, as 
before stated, we look upon them in most instances asa misun- 
derstanding of the meaning of Tactics rather than from any de- 
sire to slur the duties; and as such we point them out, fully 
believing tbat the next time we attend a drill of the battalion we 
shall fiud them mm every instance corrected. Major Ryan is to be 
¢ougratu!ated upon the perfection of Grill atiaimed by the rank 
and file of the battalion in the brief period he has hadit under 
instruction. Itis true but few mov ts were attempted, but 
from this it is evident that his success is in a great measure due 
to practicing the rule—and all drill masters cannot do better 
than to follow in the same footsteps—of thoroughly perfecting 
the men in one movement before attempting anvther, beiievin 
that ic is better to execute one manceuvre well rather than hal
